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School 
Committee 
approves 
joint 
coordinator 
position

WILMINGTON — At the 
School Committee meeting 
last Wednesday night, Su- 
perintendent Dr. ‘Glenn 
Brand proposed a new ini- 
tiative for the district to 
join five other districts in 
hiring a joint coordinator 
of equity, diversity, and 
inclusion. There would be 
a total of six districts 
where they would divide 
their time: Wilmington, 
Lynnfield, North Reading, 
Melrose, Stoneham, and 
Woburn. 

Brand explained that 
each of the six districts 
would split the cost of the 
position equally, estimat- 
ing $20,000 per district. For 
Wilmington, they would 
seek grant funding for this 
role, although he hadn’t 
identified a specific grant 
yet. He said that the idea 
had just recently come up, 
and he’d like the opportu- 
nity to bring focus and 
leadership to this area. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Melissa Plowman men- 
tioned that working with six 
districts would. limit .how 
much work can be done. 

“T obviously want them to 
have an impact and for the 
work to be meaningful and 
productive,” she comment- 
ed. 

She couldn’t see how be- 
ing split among six dis- 
tricts would give the per- 
son in this role a chance to 
have a meaningful impact 
everywhere. 

Brand responded to say 
that the coordinator would 
get about 30 days per dis- 
trict. He said that he sees 
it as a much more reason- 
able step (and price) to 
have this joint position 
than to conduct an equity 


audit, which would cost - 


probably double what this 
position costs. 

He also said that this per- 
son would likely be able to 
do an equity audit for 
them. Furthermore, with 
the budget proposal for 
next year completed at 
Town Meeting, he said it 
was too late to add another 
full position for a coordina- 
tor just in Wilmington. 

Jay Samaha shared that 
this proposal had the back- 
ing of the Equity Subcom- 
mittee. 

“Personally, I think this 
makes a ton of sense,” he 
said. “I think we’ll be able 
to get a lot of information 
about where are we going 
to go from here.” 

He agreed with Brand 
that this would be a great 
first step to take in the 
right direction, even if they 
couldn’t get as much time 
with the coordinator as 
they would like due to the 
budget being locked in. 

Jenn Bryson also liked 
the proposal as a starting 
point in terms of focusing

School Committee reorganizes 
committees, assignments

WILMINGTON — In their 
first meeting after the annual 
Town Meeting on May 1, the 
School Committee reorganized 
their committees and assign-_ 
ments before they received the 
Superintendent’s Report and 
other new business as usual. 

By vote, Jenn Bryson, David 
Ragsdale, and M.J. Byrnes will 
continue in their respective 
positions as chair, Vice-chair, 
and secretary. Most of the sub- 
committees were voted to re- 
main the same, with the excep- 
tion of Melissa Plowman tak- 
ing over Steve Bjork’s place on 


‘one committee and being the 


new representative to the Wil- 
mington Educational Fund. 

Jay Samaha also volunteered 
to join the handbook protocol 
subcommittee where Bryson. 
wanted to step back. 

In the Superintendent’s Re- 
port, Brand shared through 
Andrea Stern-Armstrong that 
staffing numbers are in good 
shape for the rest of the school 
year. For the remaining posi- 
tions open, he said that candi- 
dates are actively being pur- 
sued. He later added that the 
Middle School Assistant Prin- 
cipal search began through a 
screening committee, and that 
committee is currently plan- 
ning interviews. 

He next discussed the middle 
school lunch survey created by 
Middle School Principal Dr. 
Jeanette Quirk. He reported 
that a number of students did 
voice their displeasure, so the 
intention is to try to accommo- 
date the students who don’t 
want to sit in the gym but wel- 
come those who don’t mind.. 
These students will be able to 
sit with their friend groups.

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He also assured the commit- 
tee that the gym is being clean- 
ed in between lunches. For 
next year, he is envisioning an 
alternative plan if this many 
lunches are still necessary be- 
cause of the six-foot distancing 
required during lunch. 

Bryson asked if the lunch ro- 
tation could be shared with 
parents, and if she would be 
permitted to visit the middle 
school during lunch time to see 


how it all works. Brand said - 


that both of these requests 
could be accommodated. 

The final item of the report 
pertained to fans and masks 
used in classroom settings. 
With the approval of both the 
nursing and health directors, 
the use of window air condi- 
tioners and fans was deemed 
acceptable as long as windows 
are kept open. As for masks, he 
said that nothing has changed 
with regard to wearing masks 
inside, outside, or during ath- 
letics at that time. 

After that, Wilmington band 
teachers Mike Ferrara and 
Anita DiLullo presented their 
plan for band camp this sum- 
mer for the board’s approval. 

Ferrara began with an anec- 
dote to say that not only is 
band camp pivotal for prepara- 
tion for fall performances, it’s 
also a key motivator for band 
cohesiveness and group mo- 
mentum. As evidence, he said 
that the current 8th graders 
who have not yet been to band 
camp number about 38 stu- 
dents, and only 14 have plan- 
ned to continue in band next 
year.

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Student assessment 
presentation for 
School Committee

WILMINGTON — Last Wed- 
nesday night, the School Com- 
mittee received two presenta- 
tions on student assessment 
and dyslexia screening. The 
purpose of the first presenta- 
tion, as explained by Super- 
intendent Dr. Glenn Brand, 
was to provide insight to the 
community on the work that 
educators have done to gather 
information that would inform 


. teaching for the rest of the 


school year and into the fall. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott shared that 
during the usual times for as- 
sessments over the past year, 
sometimes the decision was 
made to prioritize instruction 
time as opposed to generating 
assessment data that may not 
be helpful. Assessments were 
still administered, but they 
looked more like projects and 
assignments than tests and 
quizzes. They still held MCAS 
and AP testing. Teachers also 
were taking observational data 
as much as they could. 

There were some good things 
that came out of the 2020-2021 
school year despite obvious 
setbacks, she assured the com- 
mittee. 

“If we can look for the silver 
lining, students demonstrated 
resilience and perseverance,” 
Elliott said. “They learned self- 
management skills... friend- 
ships were developed that they 
never would’ve anticipated.” 

Several of these skills were 
identified among the top 10 
skills that the future workforce 
needs — resilience, stress tol- 
erance, flexibility, active learn- 


ing, and technology. 

She then showed the data on 
where students fell in terms of 
grade level for writing, math, 
and reading for each grade 
group — on a scale between 
well below grade. level, ap- 
proaching grade level, grade 
level, and exceeding grade 
level. 

Kindergarten and grades 3 
and 4 had the largest amount 
scoring “approaching grade 
level” in writing, with over 40 
percent. The overall results 
said that 203 students in grades 
1-5 and 66 in kindergarten were 
assessed at. well below grade 
level in at. least one subject. 

Elliott did say that these 
numbers were expected and 
not widely different from a ty- 
pical year. Jay Samaha com- 
mented that it was comforting 
to hear her say that, because 
he’d first been taken aback. 

Social-emotional needs were 
measured in a different sys- 
tem, from no concerns to re- 
quiring multi-tiered support. 
This data identified the highest 
number of students requiring 
support in grades 3 and 5. 

David Ragsdale asked if the 
data matched what behavioral 
health staff and counselors 
had been reporting previously, 
namely an uptick in social- 
emotional support needed and 
deterioration in student mental 
health. 

“I know what they’re seeing 
is very true,” Elliott said. 

M.J. Byrnes said she noticed 
that the counts of students 
without concerns went down as 
the grade levels went up.

TAX RETURN 
PREPARERS 


The Internal Revenue Service is reminding taxpayers 
to avoid unethical “ghost” tax return preparers. 
According to the IRS, a ghost preparer does not sign a 
tax return they prepare. Unscrupulous ghost preparers 
will print the return and tell the taxpayer to sign and 
mail it to the IRS. For e-filed returns, the ghost -will 
prepare but refuse to digitally sign as the paid preparer. 

By law, anyone who is paid to prepare or assists in 
preparing federal tax returns must have a valid 
Preparer Tax Identification Number, or PTIN. Paid 
preparers must sign and include their PTIN on the 
return. Not signing a return is a red flag that the paid 
preparer may be looking to make a fast buck by 
promising a big refund or charging fees based on the 


size of the refund. 


Ghost tax return preparers may also: 
e Require payment in cash only and not provide a 


receipt. 


¢ Invent income to qualify their clients for tax credits. 
¢ Claim fake deductions to boost the size of the refund. 
¢ Direct refunds into their bank account, not the 


taxpayer’s account. 


No matter who prepares the return, the IRS urges 
taxpayers to review the document carefully and ask 
questions about anything not clear before signing. 
Taxpayers should verify both their routing and bank 
account number on the completed tax return for any 
direct deposit refund. And taxpayers should watch out 
for ghost preparers inserting their bank account 
information onto the returns.

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Baker-Polito 
Administration 
to lift COVID 
restrictions 
effective May 29 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced: that the Com- 
monwealth is on track to 
meet the goal of vaccinat- 
ing 4.1 million residents by 
the first week of June and 
all remaining COVID-19 
restrictions will be lifted 
effective May 29. 

The Commonwealth’s face 
covering order will also be 
rescinded on May 29. The 
Department of Public 
Health will issue a new 
face covering advisory 
consistent with the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control 
and Prevention’s updated 
guidance. Face coverings 
will still be mandatory for 
all individuals on public 
and private transportation 
systems (including ride- 
shares, livery, taxi, fer- 
ries, MBTA, Commuter Rail 
and transportation sta- 
tions), in healthcare facil- 
ities and in other settings 
hosting vulnerable popula- 
tions, such as congregate 
care settings. 

Governor Charlie Baker 
will end the State of Emer- 
gency June 15. 

The Administration also 
announced updates that 
will be effective May 18 to 
revise face covering re- 
quirements for youth and 
amateur sports and other 
guidance relating to child- 
‘eare programs and K-12 
schools. The Administra- 
tion will release updated 
guidance for summer 
camps effective May 29. 

The Administration is 
able to take these steps to 
reopen the Common- 
wealth’s economy because 
Massachusetts is on track 
to meet the goal set in De- 
cember to fully vaccinate 
over 4 million individuals 
by the first week of June. 
The Commonwealth leads 
the nation in vaccinating 
residents, with 75 percent 
of adults receiving at least 
one dose. To date, over 4 
million residents have re- 
ceived a first dose, with 3.2 
million fully vaccinated. 

New cases have dropped 
by 89 percent since Jan. 8. 
COVID hospitalizations are 
down 88 percent since Jan. 
1 and the positive test rate 
is down by 88 percent from 
peaking at 8.7 percent on 
Jan. 1 to one percent to- 
day. 


Effective May 29 

Effective May 29, all in- 
dustries will be permitted 
to open. With the excep- 
tion of remaining face- 
covering requirements for 
public and private trans- 
portation systems and fa- 
cilities housing vulnerable 
populations, all industry 
restrictions will be lifted, 
and capacity will increase 
to 100 percent for all in- 
dustries. The gathering li- 
mit will be rescinded. 

All industries will be en- 
couraged to follow CDC 
guidance for cleaning and 
hygiene protocols. 

On May 18, 2020, the Ad- 
ministration published the 
reopening phases, which 
called for ending restric- 
tions when vaccines be- 
came widely available. To-

Face Covering Guidance 

In line with updated CDC 
face covering guidance, 
the Administration will 
rescind the current face 
covering order and issue a 
new face covering adviso- 
ry effective May 29. 

Non-vaccinated individu- 
als are advised to continue 
wearing face masks and to 
continue distancing in most 
settings. The advisory will 
also recommend fully vac- 
cinated individuals no 
longer need to wear a face 
covering or social distance 
indoors or outdoors except 
for in certain situations. 

Face coverings will still 
be required for all individ- 
uals on public and private 
transportation (including 
rideshares, livery, taxi, 
ferries, MBTA, Commuter 
Rail and transportation 
stations), healthcare facil- 
ities and providers, con- 
gregate care settings and 
health and rehabilitative 
day services. 

Face coverings will also 
remain required indoors 
for staff and students of K- 
12 schools and early edu- 
cation providers.

Face Covering Guidance 
Effective May 18, the 
youth and amateur sports 
guidance will be updated 
to,no longer require face 
coverings for youth ath- 
letes 18 and under while 
playing outdoor sports. Ef- 
fective May 29, all youth 
and amateur sports re- 
strictions will be lifted. 


K-12, Early Education 
and Summer Camp 
Guidance 
Effective May 18, guid- 
ance from the Department 
of Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education and the 
Department of Early Edu- 
cation and Care will be 
updated to no longer re- 
quire masks for outdoor 
activities like recess and 
to allow for the sharing of 
objects in classrooms, in 
both K-12 and childcare 
settings.

The Administration will 
release updated guidance 
for summer camps, effec- 
tive May 29, which will in- 
clude no longer requiring 
masks for outdoor activi- 
ties.

First, I feel that every 
parent who reads this 
particular column could 
write it as good as I, if not 
better. Online learning 
used ‘in remote instruc- 
tion has been through 
many surveys in terms of 
effectiveness over the 
course of the pandemic. 
Many experts would say 
that ‘the success of re- 
mote learning depends on 
two things being the qual- 
ity of instruction that is 
used, and second, the way 
in which each student 
reacts to instruction in 
and out of the school set- 
ting and specifically how 
she or he handles remote 
learning. 

In a recent Kappan 
piece by Mark Elgart sev- 
eral points were raised in 
his research. 80 percent 
of students reported hav- 
ing more work in a re- 
mote setting than in regu- 
lar school. 67 percent of 
students, 60 percent of 
parents and 94 percent of 
teachers reported that 
the assignments given 
during remote instruction 
were either “new and ea- 
sy” or “something al- 
ready ‘learned.” 

I would add that 40 per- 
cent of students reported 
that the assignments 
were difficult to com- 
plete. Also of note, 68 per- 
cent of the students re- 
ported being absent from 
school 26 percent of the 
days. We should add that 
70 percent of the teachers 
said that preparing and 
teaching took significant- 
ly more time than before. 

Also to be noted is the 
survey data that showed 
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Some surprises: 
Online learning data 
gives interesting results 


57 percent of the parents 
and 61 percent of the stu- 
dents were worried about 
being prepared for the 
next grade. 71 percent of 
students and 80 percent 
of parents reported that 
students felt lonely most 
or some days. Finally on 
the survey, 42 percent of 
teachers said remote tea- 
ching was harder than 
they expected. 

One of the issues that 
was clear is that few 
teachers had ever thought 
they would be teaching in 
this way and had to com- 
bine computer training 
with instruction in their 
subject half-way through 
a school year and that is 
just not easy. Few begin 
their teaching careers 
with technology experi- 
ence sufficient to teach 
remote classes. Technolo- 
gy classes had to be or- 
ganized and time found 
by all staff to learn while 
teaching. 

Readers who read the 
above survey data per- 
centages need to think of 
this data through a lens of 
the comments that I just 
referenced, as this has 
been.a tough instructional 
year for all involved.

‘Days of Distraction’ 
by Alexandra Chang

This lovely novel/memoir 
is part of a new. trend 
where authors feature 
themselves and real people 
in their writing but call it a 
novel (to avoid being scru- 
pulously fact-checked — 
memoirs must be all truth) 
— and this one works beau- 
tifully. 

Alexandra Chang writes 
for a magazine in San 
Francisco, and her long- 
time boyfriend has just ac- 
cepted a post doc position 
at Cornell in Ithaca, NY, 
far from their Davis, CA 
hometown and far from his 
first choice of universities. 

Everything that follows 
tests the survival of their 
relationship, including an 
intense and descriptive 
cross country drive. Alex- 
andra, who is Chinese- 
American, is seemingly 


suddenly aware of her eth- 
nic status in relation to 
her upbringing amongst 
whites, and to the pairings 
of Asian women/white men 
that seem to’be so common. 

She also threads the story 
of Yamei Kin, one of the 
first Chinese doctors licen- 
sed in America, into the 
narrative. 

Alexandra’s father has 
lived in China on and off 
throughout her life, and in 
the final chapters, she 
leaves Ithaca to visit him 
there, not knowing if she'll 
return. The entire book is 
told from her point of view 
and consists primarily of 
her musings about her 
work, family, and boyfriend, 
and it's a delightfully poig- 
nant journey, filled with 
discoveries and decisions. 

Quotes: "Not all of us are 
lucky enough to get to 
choose how the world 
defines us." 
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James Patterson is the 
world’s bestselling author 
and most trusted story- 
teller. He has created ma- 
ny enduring fictional cha- 
racters and series, includ- 
ing Alex Cross, the Wo- 
men’s Murder. Club, Mi- 
chael Bennett, Maximum 
Ride, Middle School, and I 
Funny. 

Among his notable liter- 
ary collaborations are 
The President Is Missing, 
with President Bill Clin- 
ton, and the Max Einstein 
series, produced in part- 
nership with the Albert 
Hinstein Estate.

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House moving - hitch up the horses and haul it

“Moving buildings 
around seems to have 
been one of the principal 
outdoor sports in the ear- 
ly days,” wrote Paul Em- 
mons, sometime in the 
1930s. 

Mr. Emmons, an attor- 
ney, historian and writer, 
lived at the corner of Mid- 
dlesex Avenue and Salem 
Street. 

A century earlier, Asa 
Sheldon moved a black- 
smith shop from Boston 
to Woburn Street in Wil- 
mington. Sheldon called 
himself a Wilmington far- 
mer, but he was a con- 
tractor in the mid-1800s, 
building railroads and 
bridges. In 1835, he was 
hired to remove the top 
of Pemberton Hill in Bos- 
ton. 

The work was perform- 
ed by men with oxcarts, 
and to support the oxen, 


Sheldon built a black- 
smith shop. When the job 
was finished, he picked 
up the shop and moved it, 
along with blacksmith 
John S. Perry. It stood at 
the corner of Woburn and 
Lowell streets for more 
than a century. 

The Rodney Buck house 
at 439 Middlesex Ave. was 
originally built as a car- 
penter shop on Andover 
Street by Ed and Frank 
Hamlen. When their sis- 
ter Emma married Bert 
Buck in 1887, they moved 
the building to its pres- 
ent location and convert- 
ed it into a home for the 
newlyweds. 

Bert Buck owned the 
grocery store. When he 
died in 1912, his son Rod- 
ney took over the store, 
selling it to the Elia bro- 
thers in 1955. 

Moving a building was 
much simpler then, with 
no systems such as in- 


door plumbing and elec- 
tric wiring. If there was 
a chimney, it had to be 
supported or removed. 
The operation would in- 
volve setting up “cribs” 
of timbers beneath the 
building and jacking it 
up with screw jacks. 

The foundation and 
backfill would then be re- 
moved, providing a level 
or gentle grade. The buil- 
ding would be lowered 
onto “trucks,” sets of 
wheels. A team of horses 
would provide the power 
to move the building to 
its new home. 

The present-day VFW 
headquarters, next to 
Elia’s store, was built as 
a schoolhouse at Ballard- 
vale and Salem streets. It 
was the predecessor to 
the “Old North School.” 

The site of the Coombs 
house at 464 Middlesex 
Ave. was the original lo- 
cation of what became 


the Gallagher home, 
moved to Mystic Avenue. 
The Coombs house, still 
standing, was built by Ed- 
win L. Haley. 

On High Street, the Au- 
gustus T. Norton family 
had moved to #57 in 1919. 
In 1929, Gus Norton pur- 
chased the house next 
door and moved it to #47. 
He then built the house 
at 67 High St., which is 
the third house on that 
site. 

The original house, the 
first house in North Wil- 
mington, had been built 
about 1665 by Richard 
Harnden. It is not known 
exactly what happened 
to that house, but it was 
gone by 1880. 

The construction of 
Route 93 set several hous- 
es in motion. Two houses 
were moved from Ando- 
ver Street, the Dias house 
landing on North Street, 
and the Ted Cantrell house

at 60 High St. Next door 
to the Cantrell’s new lo- 
cation, the Roger Buck 
house was moved a short 
distance west. 

On Concord Street, Paul 
and Nancy Bodenstein 
learned that the on-ramp 
for Route 93 South would 
take their property. They 
had their house moved 
around the corner to Wo- 
burn Street. 

The Evans farmhouse 
on Ballardvale Street was 
also in the path of Route 
93. Bob Evans had an 
egg farm and also owned 


the old Friends’ farm 
property, and Route 93 
took some of his land. 
They had the house moved 
to a nearby site on the 
farm and continued in the 
egg business for a few 
years. 

His remaining property 
was eventually sold at a 
tremendous profit. He 
put up a map in his office 
showing the future path 
of Route 93 in New Hamp- 
shire. He bought a farm 
in Londonderry that was 
later taken for highway 
construction. 


Lowell General updates visitor policy to allow two per patient 


LOWELL — Due to a 
decrease in COVID-19 ca- 
ses and positive trends 
throughout the state, Lo- 
well General Hospital is 
updating its visitor policy 
in accordance with the 
hospital’s resurgence plan 
required by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of 
Public Health. 

Beginning May 17, 2021, 
Lowell General Hospital 
will allow in-person visita- 


tion with two visitors per 
patient at any one time. 
Previously, only one des- 
ignated support person 
was allowed to visit at any 
time. 

The visitor policy has 
been updated as follows to 
ensure the health and 
safety of our patients, 
staff and community: 

Each patient will be al- 
lowed two visitors over 
the age of 18 to visit whe- 


ther they are inpatient or 
outpatient. The visitors 
may be different people 
throughout the duration of 
a patient’s admission. 

All visitors will be screen- 
ed for symptoms .of CO- 
VID-19 when entering any 
Lowell General Hospital or 
Circle Health facility. In 
addition, each visitor will 
be asked to perform hand 
hygiene and will be given a 
new hospital-issued facial 


Rep. Robertson, House 
| vote to approve 
Holyoke Soldier's Home overhaul 


BOSTON — Addressing 
building issues that came 
to light during the 2020 
COVID-19 outbreak at the 
Holyoke Soldiers Home, 
Representative David Rob- 
ertson and his colleagues 
passed legislation that 
will begin an overhaul of 
the Holyoke Soldiers home 
in western Massachusetts. 

With an outbreak that 
claimed the lives of many 
elderly veterans, it came 
to light during and after 
the outbreak that dated 
construction complicated 
the separation of veterans 
under quarantine with 
staff and veterans who 
were uninfected. 

Due to the cross-contami- 
nation, COVID rates spiked 
which required an eventual 
response of the Massachu- 
setts National Guard to as- 
sist in medical care. This 
legislation authorized $400 
million dollars to address 
issues at the Soldiers Home 
including construction of 
additional beds -and reno- 
vation, as well as $200 mil- 
lion in state-wide long- 
term veterans care. 

In addition to authoriz- 
ing work on the soldier’s 
home, the House also for- 
warded legislation to ad- 
dress anticipated spikes in 
the Unemployment Insur- 


ance fund that would have 
been disastrous for small 
businesses. While many 
states, including Massa- 
chusetts, intend to use fed- 
eral funding to provide re- 
lief to the solvency fund as 
well as small business 
grants, the back and forth 
of Congressional debate 
has added concern. 

“One of our big con- 
cerns, as a member of the 
Committee on Labor, is 
the reliability and total 
amount of funding we may 
or may not see from Wash- 
ington,” said Rep. Robert- 
son. “I, and many others, 
believe that we can and 
will use federal funds to 
replenish the solvency 
fund. But it is clear that is 
becoming a political foot- 
ball and this legislation 
helps mitigate any risk of 
federal funding in the fu- 
ture falling through while 
reducing anticipated spikes 
in unemployment taxes and 
fees.” 

The legislation works by 
removing COVID-based un- 
employment claims from 
the Unemployment sol- 
vency fund to a new ac- 
count, titled the COVID-19 
Employer Relief Account. 
This account was estab- 
lished with a 20 year time 
frame, spreading the cost 


to employers and state over 
a long-term, removing 
looming deadlines for un- 
employment fee increases 
from businesses and_al- 
lowing the state more flex- 
ibility in earmarking fu- 


covering on entry. All visi- 
tors must wear the facial 
covering at all times dur- 
ing their visit, including 
while in the patient’s room. 

Visiting hours at Lowell 
General Hospital will be 1 
to 7 p.m., seven days a 
week for adult patients. In 
the Special Care Nursery 
and Pediatrics there is no 
hour limitation for par- 
ents/guardians, and in 
Labor and Delivery and 
Post-Partum Units, there 
is no hour limitation for 
the designated visitor(s). 

The cafeteria at both 
hospital campuses remain 
closed to the public at this 
time. We encourage sup- 
port persons to eat before 
they visit and request that 
they do not bring outside 
food or beverages into the 
hospital or outpatient lo- 
cations. 

We ask that each pa- 
tient’s visitors limit their 
travel throughout the hos- 


ture revenues and federal (Se 


monies to offset the debt. 


“Under this bill, busines- S 


ses will see unemploy- 
ment insurance rates sim- 
ilar to previous years — in 
fact some might even see 
a reduction despite the in- 
crease in unemployment 
during the pandemic,” 
said Rep. Robertson from 
the State House. “It is ex- 
tremely clever and pro- 
vides additional important 
relief after we addressed 
the rate increases a few 
weeks back.” 

The bill also establishes 
a fund for employers for 
the cost of providing em- 
ployees with COVID-19 
emergency paid sick leave, 
if the employee was infect- 
ed, ordered to quarantine, 
or was hospitalized during 
the pandemic. 

The bill also retained 
protections for first re- 
sponders and other muni- 
cipal employees exposed 
or quarantined during the. 
pandemic, despite the gov- 
ernor’s objections. 


World’s largest wind turbines 
to power state in national first 


BOSTON — Culminating 
years of intensive work by 
the state, federal govern- 
ment, power companies, 
and private investors the 
largest wind-farm project 
in the US — known as 
Vineyard Wind 1 — is 
moving forward off the 
coast of southeast Mas- 
sachusetts. A joint part- 
' nership by Avangrid Re- 
newables and Copenhagen 
Infrastructure, the tur- 
bines will be constructed 
over the next two years 
bringing power to hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
Massachusetts homes, bu- 
sinesses, and factories. 

The massive Haliade-X 
turbines, built by Boston- 
based General Electric, 
will sit atop 62 piles. ap- 
proximately 15 miles off- 
shore. 

“This was one of my 
favorite state-wide initia- 


tives to work on during 
our committee assign- 
ments,” said Representa- 
tive David Robertson. “Be- 
ing on the Committee for 
Telecomms, Utilities, and 
Energy and seeing these 
wind-turbines in person 
really drives home the 
sheer size and capability 
to supplement our energy 
generation here. It adds 
completely clean, private 
source to increase market 
competitiveness and drive 
down energy costs and 
reduces foreign imports. It 
also will help lower the 
amount of natural gas 
needed to run other power- 
turbines here, meaning in 
winter our home gas costs 
will be lower overall due to 
decreased competition.” 

The project, which will 
be the largest in the coun- 
try so far, has already 
spurred international in- 


vestment of up to 3,500 
jobs and millions of dol- 
lars in Massachusetts calls 


-for hiring from engineers 


designing the physical pro- 
ject aspects to boat-based 
support and construction 
jobs. 

While foreign vessels and 
crews will work on the 
first project, specialized 
vessels are already in con- 
struction in the US to con- 
tinue work on future proj- 
ects, and training pro- 
grams will allow future 
expansion in both Massa- 
chusetts and elsewhere in 
the US to be undertaken 
by US workers. 

Additional private — in- 
vestment has already in- 
quired about future expan- 
sion, seeking to eventually 
produce 5,600 megawatts 
offshore. 
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pital to just the location 
the patient is being treat- 
ed.

son and if I would get to 
one hundred," Penney 
said. 

Like any wrestler or any 
athlete accomplishing a 
milestone of this magni- 
tude, this one didn't come 
easy at all. Obviously 
wrestling is an incredibly 
difficult sport, demanding 


both physically and men-: 


tally. You have to con- 
stantly watch your 
weight, the training ses- 
sions are for hours and 
hours, usually all in 
incredibly hot rooms, and 
you face guys who some- 
times weigh more than 
you, like for instance 
O'Connor, who usually 
wrestled the weight class 
above Penney's 132-pound 
division. 

"(When you are) 
wrestling, everything is 
just another match," he 
explained. "You really 
shouldn't ‘overthink it. 
The way I approach it is 
just be aware of what you 
can - and I try not to over- 
think anything. You want 
someone to react to you 
instead of you planning on 
what someone else is 
going to do." 

Penney has done all of 
that with great success 
over his first three years, 
which ‘includes being a 
three-time sectional place 
finisher, taking third, sec- 
ond and fourth, respec- 
tively, while also taking 
seventh at the Division 3 
state meet as a sopho- 
more. He's done all of 
that, with the 100 wins, all 
while having severe asth- 


ma. 

“Asthma is something 
that I have always had to 
deal with. I remember in 
the youth leagues, we 
would do suicides in prac- 
tice and I would just be 
dead, just on my knees 
and everyone would be 
looking at me wondering 
what's wrong with this 
kid? I didn't really start to 
put it together (that I had 
asthma) until years later 
once I got into high school 
and became more com- 
petitive,” said Penney. “I 
just couldn't hold my 
breathe. I tried not to let it 
get to me, but this year is 
definitely hard because of 
the masks. It's brutal to 
be honest. I've been using 
a lot of inhalers and tak- 
ing my time (during 
matches).” 

He was asked if he's had 
attacks over the years and 
replied, “I never have col- 
lapsed or blacked out or 
anything like that, but I 
can definitely tell that if I 
keep going, I'm not going 
to be awake. I just suffer 
until it's over. You just 
have to work through it 
and know mentally, (that 
an attack) is just tempo- 


rary.” 

Head coach Joel 
McKenna said the incred- 
ible toughness that 


Penney displays each and 
every days helps cope 
with the asthma. 

“It hasn't been easy,” 
said McKenna. “He deals 
with severe asthma and 
that has been a major 
obstacle for him to over- 


come. Wrestling and trou- 
ble breathing doesn't usu- 
ally mix well together but 
Shane brings a level of 
toughness where he can 
adapt to the moment and 
rise above it.” 

McKenna went on to say 
that Penney has overcome 
the asthma aspect of it, as 
well as the simple fact 
that wrestling, and being

Two years later, 
he took over for Bill 
Peabody as the boys' soc- 
cer coach. 

For the first decade or 
so, Scanlon had some very 
tough soccer teams, that 
were average record-wise. 
He said, opponents didn't 
want to play Wilmington 
in the late 80s as they had 


tough teams that always 


gave opponents, whether 
undefeated or winless, 
games to be remembered. 
Then came 1990 when the 
soccer program captured 
its first Division 3 
Championship, but lost to 
Medway, 3-1 in the 
Eastern Mass., finals. 
“We had a prolific scorer 
in John Lynch on that 1990 
team. We didn't have that 
this year,” Scanlon said. 
“But I told this year's 
team before the season 
you don't need a scorer to 
win. Everyone needed to 
pick it up a notch, if play- 
ers who scored three or 
four goals last year, 
scored five or six goals 
this season, then we would 
be successful. The scoring 
was spread out and every- 
one contributed. Jeff 
Arciero had an excellent 
season and not too many 
people can say they were 


both a Boston Globe and a 
Boston Herald All- 
Scholastic. 


“When we faced Medway 
in '90, they were the best 
team that I've seen. They 
had a player who went on 
to become an_ All- 
American in college. We 
lost to them 3-1 and we 
gave them everything we 
had. And that's what this 
year's team did also. Both 
teams ('90 and '97) want- 
ed to win so badly. Both 
teams had good defenses 
and that carries you a 
long way.” 

Prior to the start of this 
soccer season, Scanlon 
was very optimistic, but 
he was worried that his 
team wasn't ready for 
action with games start- 
ing a week before they 
normally did. As the sea- 
son started and moved on 
through the first handful 
of games, Wilmington was 
winning, but not playing 
their full complete game. 
They had injuries to key 
players such as Tom 
Heigham and Dan Sweet. 

As the season continued, 
Wilmington piled up the 
yellow cards, and if a 
team got ten of them, they 
were not going to the state 
tournament. That caused 
panic, controversy and the 
team to not play its style 
of play through the last 
handful of games because 
the players were aggres- 
sively timid on what could 
eventually hurt them. 

Then came the state 
tournament, Wilmington 
drew Wayland, the tough- 
est team in the D3 North 
bracket. The Wildcats 
won in triple overtime and 
everything came together 
at that point for the team: 
they beat a terrific oppo- 
nent by playing together; 
they were finally healthy; 
and they didn't have to 
worry about not playing 
their aggressive style of 
play. From there, victo- 
ries kept coming and 
before you’ knew it, 
Wilmington was on its 
way to its first ever state 
championship game. 

“This year's team was a 
very good soccer team; 
there were no individual 
stars. They were a funny

and crazy team. There 
wasn't any yelling on the 
sidelines, practices were 
very laid back, and we 
had a lot of laughs. 
Sometimes I did wonder if 
the team was ready to 
play. I would ask Jeff 
Arciero that question and 
all he had to say was 'yes' 
and he was right - they 
were.” 

A lot can be answered on 
the how's and why's of 
this fantastic soccer sea- 
son. Maybe Coach 
Scanlon: had everything 
with the success or noth- 
ing to do _ with it? 
Everyone who has ever 
been associated with Dick 
Scanlon knows that he 
had a lot to do with the 
success, but so did the 
players themselves. 

“T think coaches are both 
over evaluated and under 
evaluated. Players win 
and lose the games, 
coaches don't,” said 
Scanlon. “Players have to 
want to win. A coach 
should be judged on an 
overall season. I laugh 
when the Boston newspa- 
pers criticize (New 
England Patriots head 
coach) Pete Carroll game 
after game about this 
decision and that deci- 
sion. Players win the indi- 
vidual games, not coaches 
and coaches should be 
judged on what they for a 
team through the entire 
season. 

“IT know it sounds trite, 
but I've taken it one game 
at a time and one year at 
a time. When my body 
tells me it's time to hang 
it up, I will, but right now 
I don't feel that way. I 
don't understand why peo- 
ple look down the road 
and say 'if we beat this 
team and that team and if 
this happens then that will 
happen’. Forget about 
that stuff. Just go out and 
perform on that day and 
in that game. 

“That's the thing I take 
the most pleasure about 
coaching here in 
Wilmington - that we do 
come to play every game. 
When these kids want to 


crank it up, they certainly 
do.” 

For now, Dick Scanlon 
says that he will continue 
to coach despite the 
rumors that he was going 
to retire form it. If and 
when he does decide to 
hang them up, a valuable 
piece will be missing from 
the Wilmington athletic 
programs, not to mention 
a valuable piece will be 
missing from the class- 
rooms and hallways at 
WHS. 

Dick Scanlon didn't 
change what he has been 
doing for the past 22 years 
at the start of this past 
soccer season. He contin- 
ued to guide the team to 
get better and better, 
something that he instills 
with every teenager he 
comes across with. This 
past year was no different 
for Scanlon despite the 
success he had in both 
baseball and soccer. True, 
he and the soccer pro- 
gram accomplished a first 
when they went to the 
state championship game, 
but it didn't happen on 
one lucky joy ride. A‘ton 
of hard work, preparation, 
determination and 
patience over a long peri- 
od of time went into that 
ride. And what a ride it 
was. A ride that the team, 
the school, the town, this 
newspaper and _. Dick 
Scanlon will never forget. 

Before, during and after 
the soccer journey to the 
finals, Scanlon will contin- 
ue to do what he's always 
done: he has_ taught, 
coached and influenced 
hundreds of student-ath- 
letes through his tough, 
yet heartwarming 
demeanor, his jokes, his 
personality and most 
importantly, with every 
ounce of purity in his 
heart.

If it seems like every 
time you look up Dick 
Seanlon is coaching 
another Wilmington High 
School team to a North 
Sectional Championship 
and beyond, it's because 
he is: three-in-a-row start- 
ing with 1997's run at a 
state soccer crown and a 
neat twofer in the calen- 
dar year 1998. The latter 
accomplishments of 
course make Scanlon the 
hands-down choice to 
once again be the Town 
Crier's Coach of the Year. 
At 66 years of age and 
approaching his 29th year 
of coaching high school 
athletics, Scanlon has 
evolved well beyond a 
younger man's preoccupa- 
tion with on-field results. 
He continues to coach 
because this is his life and 
he likes it. 

“It's really intéresting,” 
he noted with the convic- 
tion that has earned him 
the respect of a long line 


of Wilmington athletes 
and students. “This is the 
way my life's been for the 
last 30 years. It's enjoy- 
able. It's long past the 
time when I get all excited 
about wins and losses. I 
coach because I enjoy it. 

Of course, wins are 
always more exciting and 
enjoyable than _ losses. 
Like any coach, Scanlon 
has had his share of ups 
and downs, and the fact 
that he's currently enjoy- 
ing the biggest ups hasn't 
let him forget the down 
times. 

“It makes you appreciate 
it all the more when you 
do have good clubs.”

chat was a good run,” 
said Scanlon. “That was a 
team no one expected to 
go as far as. they did. That 
was a new team with new 
players and it all started 
beginning to gel as the 
season went along.” 

The ‘Cats lost their first 
two but finished 14-6 and 
won four straight in the 
Division 3 Tournament, 
including the North Final 
over Arlington Catholic. 
In addition to 
Swiezynski’s heroics, 
Scanlon got good pitching 
from No. 2 starter Paul 
Fugere and lots of big hits 
at big moments from 
some unlikely sources. 

“The whole thing just 
worked out for _ us,” 
Seanlon summed up. 
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For now, Scanlon is look- 
ing forward to the winter 
season - when he doesn’t 
coach a team - to rest up 
and get in shape for base- 
ball. He’ll lift weights and 
walk a lot, all the while 
thinking about what lies 
ahead. 

“J think Ihave some 
good ballplayers coming 
back,” he said.

And that’s what it’s all 
about for Dick Scanlon - 
the joy of coaching, of 
teaching kids and watch- 
ing them benefit from the 
whole process.

“Unlike pro 
sports, kids are in it 
because they want to be. 
When they win good 
things happen. They. gain 
a sense of pride in them- 
selves and I think it’s all 
good.”

NORTH READING - 
The late Dick Scanlon's 
1998 group of ballplayers 
became just the third 
Wildcat team in the histo- 
ry of the program to be 
elected into the 
Wilmington High School 
Hall of Fame, joining the 

1962 and 1977 teams. 
The Wildcats finished 16- 


furthest any team had gone since 1977. 
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9 overall that season, cap- 
tured the Division 3 North 
Sectional crown, before 
losing in the state semi- 
finals to the eventual state 
champions from Bishop 
Stang High. 

That 1998 season was 
truly special, yet different 
and unique in so many 
ways. 

The year before Scanlon 
guided the team to a 14-7 
record, and had lost 12 


total players off that club 
including Sean Kerrigan, 
who went to play in a pair 
of Division 2 College 
World Series with UMass- 
Lowell, an ace pitcher in 
Lee Trimarchi, and sever- 
al outstanding athletes in 


Billy Harrison, Eric 
Clancy and Eric 
McKenna. 


Before finalizing up the 
pre-season scrimmages, 
Scanlon was asked by this

reporter about his 
thoughts entering the ‘98 
season. 

"The pitching is pretty 
good, but my biggest con- 
cern is catching. We have 
to win the games that we 
should, but we will have 
problems with the good 
teams. If we win a few 
games in a row, then 
maybe we can finish at 
.500 (and make the state 
tournament).” 

Wilmington started off 0- 
2, before going 12-4 in 
their next 16 games, and 
then dropped the last two 
games to a pair of excel- 
lent teams in Reading and 
Tewksbury. 

After a ten-day lay-off, 
the team entered the state 
tournament as the No. 8 
seed, knocked off Bishop 
Fenwick, Wayland, 
Rockport and Arlington 
Catholic to capture the 
North Sectional title 
before losing in the Final- 
4, despite having a bat- 
terymate tandem that had 
about 15 combined varsity 
innings under their belts. 

Along the way from the 
pre-season scrimmages, 
to the 0-2 start, to the red- 
hot middle, to the four 
state tournament wins, 
including two walk-off 
wins, this team faced two 
pitchers who went on to 
play professional base- 


ball, had their own ace 
pitcher, Scott Swiezynski, 
finish the season at 10-0, 
including a no-hit com- 
plete game shut out with 
15 strikeouts and one 
walk, had “two players 
return after sitting out the 
entire '97 season with 
injuries, while at the plate 
the team had many crush- 
ing home runs throughout 
the course of the season. 

"We have some pretty 
good ball players, but we 
have a lot of players who 
are inexperienced,” said 
Scanlon in that same 
interview. 

While the team had lost 
12 players from the 14-win 
season the year before, 
there were a handful of 
players who came out of 
nowhere to nail down 
opening day spots and 
went on to have phenome- 
nal seasons, whether it 
was Jimmy O'Donnell, 
Matt Meuse or Ryan 
Harrison, to name just a 
few.

After that came wins 
over Lynnfield, over 
Ipswich including 
Swiezynski _outpitching 
Erik Drown, who fur- 
thered his career at 
UConn and briefly in 
Single-A, as well as games 
over North Reading, 
Triton and Manchester- 
Essex. 

Right before the game 
with the always dangerous 
NR club, Wilmington was 
defeated by Masconomet 
as Ben Crockett earned 
the win. He went on to 
pitch at Harvard, was 
drafted by the Colorado 
Rockies in the third round 
and is now working in the 
Boston Red Sox front 
office.

The 'Cats then had a 10- 
day lay-off before the state 
tournament began and 
that's when the team got 
red-hot at the right time, 
topping Bishop Fenwick, 
9-4, Wayland, 5-4, 
Rockport, 3-2, and 
Arlington Catholic, 7-4. In 
the four wins, there were 
certainly many dramatic 
moments, most especially 
in the Wayland contest. 

Wilmington led 4-1, 
thanks in part to a mam- 
moth 3-run homer by 
Meuse, but the Tigers ral- 
lied back to score three 
runs in the top of the sev- 
enth to tie it up. In the 
home half, Banda singled 
and O'Donnell walked, set- 
ting up the stage for Pat 
Heffernan to bunt, right? 
After digging himself into 
an 0-2 hole, Heffernan 
worked the count to 2-2 
and still everyone expect- 
ed the lefty to put down a 
bunt. Instead, on ball 
three, Banda stole third. 
On the next pitch, with 
O'Donnell going from 
first, Heffernan hit a 
sharp grounder that went 
off the first baseman's 


. glove. The: second base- 


man picked up the ball 
and fired home, but it was 
too late as Banda crossed 
the plate standing up. 
Wayland argued that he 
should have been out for 
not sliding but that went 
on dear ears. 

Minutes later, Scanlon 
cracked the biggest smile 
and said, "Wow, what a 
game! They all thought I 
was going to have Pat 
bunt with two strikes. 
They never saw the steal 
coming." 

Wilmington went on to 
defeat Rockport as Paul 
Fugere, who was tremen- 
dous all season as the No: 
2 pitcher, delivered a walk- 
off RBI single, before 
Swiezynski nailed down 
his tenth victory in the 
North Final game played 
at Lowell's Alumni 
Stadium. 

Wilmington advanced to 
the state semi-final, and 
after an hour delay for 
field improvements, 
Stang, out of Dartmouth 
sporting an 18-2 record, 


belted three home runs as 
part of the 5-1 win. Two 
days later, they celebrated 
on Fenway Park's Field as 
state champions defeating 
Northbridge, 5-3, who was 
led by Rick Asadoorian. 

The following year, 
Asadoorian led 
Northbridge to the state 
title and then was drafted 
in the first round by the 
Red Sox in the 1999 draft 
and signed him to a record 
1.7 million dollar deal. He 
stayed in the Sox system 
for just two years before 
being sent to St. Louis in 
2011 as part of the Dustin 
Hermanson deal and 
bounced around through 
several different organiza- 
tions after that but never 
making it to MLB. 

None of the Wilmington 
players from that year's 
team were drafted or 
signed million dollar con- 
tracts, but they probably 
have a million memories. 

"All week they had 
talked about the possibili- 
ty of playing in Fenway 
Park: -- Dave DeAmato 
patrolling the left field of 
Ted Williams and Carl 
Yastrzemski, Swiezynski 
rearing back on the hill of 
Roger Clemens the 
kinds of things ballplayers 
of all ages dream about," 
wrote former Town Crier 
sportswriter Jeff Nazzaro. 

"It felt like a dream all 
day," right fielder Brian 
McCarthy said to Nazzaro 
while recovering the sting 
from the loss to Stang. "It 
was a great feeling." 

Certainly it's a great 
feeling for the entire 1998 
Baseball team including 
the late head coach Dick 
Scanlon, with assistants 
Bob Gillis and Rob 
Patterson, and players 
Matt Meuse, Eric Banda, 
Tommy Southmayd, Scott 
Swiezynski, Paul Fugere, 
Jim O'Donnell, Peter 
Grasso, Ryan Harrison, 


Pat Heffernan, Mike 
Heffernan, Dave 
DeAmato, Tim Gillis, 


Brian McCarthy, Peter 
Bamberg, Dan Sweet and 
Sean Quigley to know as a 
collective group, they are 
one of the top three teams 
in the 85-year history of 
the program and one of 
just 17 teams in the histo- 
ry of all WHS Athletics to 
be enshrined into the Hall 
of Fame.

Moran also helped her 
cause with a 2-for-3 show- 
ing at the plate with a 
double and three RBI.

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Sail away to 
Cape Cod for [J 
pirating adventures |f 


By HEATHER BURNS 


News Correspondent 


hoy, Me Hearties! If you long 

for stories of the swashbuck- 

ling days of a pirate adven- 

ture and treasure hunting, 

there is no need to travel all 
the way to the Caribbean. New England 
is rich with its own history of piracy on 
the high seas, and a short trip south of 
Boston to Cape Cod will lead you to a 
hidden pirate’s treasure at Whydah 
Pirate Museum. 

Located at 674 Main St., Route 28 in 
West Yarmouth, a visit to the Whydah 
Pirate Museum will reveal the true story 
of the pirate ship Whydah, and those who 
lived aboard her. 


The Whydah was originally used as a 
slave ship to transport human cargo in 
the early 18th century when it was seized 
by Samuel Bellamy, and turned into a 
working pirate ship. 

The Whydah was part of Bellamy’s 
growing fleet of pirate ships until 1717, 
when the Whydah was shipwrecked dur- 
ing a New England nor’easter and sank 
off the shore of Cape Cod. 

The sunken wreckage of the Whydah 
was found centuries later by intrepid di- 
ver Barry Clifford in 1984. Clifford and 
his team dedicated years to recovering 
artifacts from the shipwreck that are 
now on display in the museum. 

Open since 2016, the Whydah Pirate 
Museum is home to the largest collection

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The explosion of interest 
in nature cameras during 
the pandemic has provid- 
ed the world an opportuni- 
ty to observe nature in all 
types of remote settings. 
Armchair naturalists may 
enjoy hippos at a watering 
hole in Africa or bears in 
Alaska. 

However, there are also 
many cameras that ob- 
serve slightly less exotic 
animals, several in urban 
and suburban settings 
which remind us that na- 
ture is all around us, busi- 
ly going about its work as 
we attend to our daily rou- 
tines. 

During the COVID-19 cri- 
sis, while spending more 
time at the computer than 
ever, I have found myself 
captivated by several bird 

y cameras. In particular, a 
red-tailed hawk cam at 
Syracuse University, a 
bald eagle camera in De- 
corah, Iowa, a humming- 
bird camera in California, 
and the river hawk cam- 
era at the University of 
Massachusetts in Lowell. 
I was made aware of each 


ies of unrelated conversa- 
tions. At Syracuse, a brand 
new camera was installed 
as a memorial to a gentle- 
man who was a bird wat- 
cher. His wife donated the 
camera and runs a blog, 
chronicling a pair of red- 
tailed hawks, Sue and Ot- 
to, now in their third year 
of raising a brood on the 
ledge of a campus build- 
ing. 

Incredible camera reso- 
lution and a live feed pro- 
vides day and night obser- 
vation of the pair as the 
nest was built, eggs were 
warmed, and two of the 
three of the clutch were 
hatched. If you can stom- 
ach the squirrels and mice 
brought for food, it is fas- 
cinating to watch Sue feed 
her chicks and continuous- 
ly fixes the nest to ensure 
a safe bowl for the babies. 

The Decorah eagles are 
part of a larger network 
of nature cameras from 
Explore.org. Watching the 
eaglets grow each day has 
been incredible. Mother 
eagle, part of a nesting pair 
known to observers, uses 
her ferocious beak to feed 
her babies with the ten- 
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The Decorah eagles are 
nested near a river, so 
these young eagles feast 
on fresh fish most days. 
Both mother and father 
eagle hunt for meals and 
deliver them back to the 
five foot wide nest. It. is 
amazing to see the awk- 
ward juveniles interact 
with each other and ex- 
plore the edge of the nest 
while mother eagle, ma- 
jestic and strong, main- 
tains a watchful eye close 
by. 

There are some down- 
sides to the cameras, such 
as the hummingbird obser- 
vation in Thousand Oaks, 
California. A homeowner 
had observed a humming- 
bird nest, painstakingly 
created from spider webs, 
right on its Christmas light 
string outside a window. 
Two babies were born and 
raised as viewers were 
captivated by the thumb- 
nail-sized creatures. 

A small hawk, called a 
kestrel, swooped down to 
grab one of the babies and 
disrupted the nest one 
day, right before the eyes 
of thousands of YouTube 
watchers. It was a bitter

reminder of nature; the 
good and the bad. There 
was visible trauma by the 
mother hummingbird, and 
though the homeowner 
restored the nest and the 
other baby, the camera 


‘ went offline, presumably 


due to either an.additional 
attack or lack of viability 
of the nest. 

The peregrine falcon 
cam has been at Fox Hall 
at UMass Lowell since 
2008 when a pair of nest- 
ing hawks was discovered 
accidentally during roof 
repair work. The school 
embraced the birds and 
built a nesting. box and 
installed a webcam, and 
then upgraded the whole 
apparatus in 2014. 

Over 20 chicks have been 
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raised and the birds are 
part of the “river hawks” 
family at the university. 
The hawks have a pent- 
house view of Lowell and 
the Merrimack River and 
are tracked. by several 
birding groups. 

Prior to watching these 
cams on a regular basis I 
did not know how or if 
birds slept. I learned that 
birds essentially sleep with 
half of their brain while 
the other half remains 
awake. 

It was also interesting to 
see the red tail hawk mo- 
ther not leave to eat once 
her chicks hatched. The 
mother went into a state 
of lower activity, and the 
mate brought food from 
time to time. 


To say that viewers are 
invested in these animals 
is an understatement. Ac- 
cording to the Cornell Lab 
of Ornithology, bird cams’ 
viewing during the pan- 
demic has doubled, and 
bird watching, use of bird- 
ing apps, and sales of bird 
feeders have boomed. Here 
is a list of some,bird cams 
you may be interested in 
checking out and the web- 
site for the Cornell Lab of 
Ornithology.

Nearly 20-years-ago now, an environmental attorney hired 
by a private citizen first argued the Town of Stoneham had 
achieved a 1.5 percent land mass "safe harbor" that protected 
the community from adverse Chapter 40B developments. 2 

Local leaders, who in the early 2000s would scoff at the safe 
harbor suggestion only to flip-flop and present a. nearly identi- 
cal legal contention in 2013 while trying to block a 264-unit 
apartment complex at Stoneham's Weiss Farm property, are te 
perhaps now ready to concede that the 1.5 percent land mass im 
calculation is too tough a case to prove. 4 

Unfortunately, that tacit admission is being made after the 
town has passed up on multiple opportunities to add hundreds 
of Chapter 40B homes to the community's subsidized housing 
inventory.

Braintree developer John M. Corcoran & Com- 
pany to realize a reasonable profit on the de- 
velopment. 

"The Board’s reduction of the number of 
permitted units from the proposed 259 to the 
permitted 124...is the primary condition chal- 
lenged by Weiss Farm as rendering the project 
uneconomic," the HAC wrote in its March 15 
ruling. 

"Weiss Farm alleges this condition alone 
renders the project substantially more uneco- 
nomic, because it lowers the overall return to 
project investors by over 25 percent. We find 
this condition substantially contributes to the 
change in the return on total cost of the project 
from the proposed to the conditioned project," 
the state housing officials added. 

When the Corcoran Company first acon 
the Weiss Farm redevelopment in 2013, the 
ZBA and. other town officials argued that 
Stoneham could rightfully brush aside the 40B 
protections the developer felt it was entitled to 
under a lesser known safe harbor status known 
as the 1.5 percent land mass threshold. 

Under that standard, cities and towns are 
considered exempt from adverse Chapter 40B 
developments, so long as 1.5 percent of a com- 
munity's total "developable" land mass in- 
cludes properties with subsidized housing 
units. 

However, the HAC and the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD) has now rejected that claim no fewer 
than three times over the past eight years. 

Much to the dismay of town officials and 
Duxbury attorney Jonathan Witten, who has 
been retained by Stoneham to help push back 
against the Weiss Farm redevelopment, both 
state entities are refusing to entertain the 
town's 1.5 percent claim while at the same time 
refusing to furnish information about state- 
managed housing projects that could prove the 
town's case. ; 

"The rules of 40B are horribly slanted 
against the municipality. But municipalities 


‘have not fared poorly, when they stood up to a 


[proposal] that was the wrong development in 
the wrong location," Witten advised town offi- 
cials during a 2013 discussion about the HAC 
process. 


Less aggressive posture 

Unlike many of its neighbors, Stoneham for 
the past 20 years has only faced a limited num- 
ber of Chapter 40B petitions, and with the ex- 
ception of the Commons at Weiss Farm 
petition, none of those permitting requests 
have been granted under duress. 

Perhaps for that reason, town officials have 
evidenced a somewhat laissez faire attitude 


around previous safe harbor arguments being 
presented by opponents of previous Chapter 
40B petitions. 

In the early 2000s, a handful of residents by 
Christopher Street - situated with close prox- 
imity to Franklin Street and the proposed site 
of the current Weiss Farm project - first men- 
tioned the possibility that Stoneham had 
reached the 1.5 percent threshold. 

At the time, a Boston attorney had offered 
to present substantial paperwork to the town's 
ZBA backing up that claim, but the local offi- 
cials, not overly concerned about the underly- 
ing petition for an eight-unit townhouse 
development, largely ignored that submission. 

In 2005, Burlington's Gutierrez Company 
submitted a so-called "friendly 40B" proposal 
to erect as many as 350 housing units at the for- 
mer Boston Regional Medical Center (BRMC) 
property across from Spot Pond. Town offi- 
cials, who ultimately encouraged the redevel- 
opment of the 40-acre hospital property, would 
yet again be presented with written objections 
to the proposal on the grounds that Stoneham 
had met its 1.5 percent obligation. 

Ironically, when the Gutierrez Company in 
2010 sought to remove the 40B designation to 
pursue a market rate redevelopment, some 
town leaders argued in favor of the change on 
the grounds that Stoneham had met the 1.5 
percent land mass standard. 

Similar arguments were made during sub- 
sequent Town Meeting discussions in 2012 over 
the creation of a residential zoning district 
around the old AW Chesterton site by I-93 and 
the Winchester line. Some citizens had argued 
that a minimum 40B requirement should be in- 
cluded in the rezoning effort to be sure Stone- 
ham was on pace to meet the 10 poet 
standard. ; 

However, opponents of that last-minute zon- 
ing amendment suggested there are no large 
parcels of land left in the community where an 
adverse 40B development could be erected. In 
2014, after the Weiss Farm redevelopment was 
first pitched, citizens were asked to strip that 
special residential overlay from the A.W. 
Chesterton grounds, but that warrant article 
subsequently failed. 

The 16.2-acre property off of Fallon Road 
now contains a 300-unit apartment complex 
with no affordable dwellings.

doors, a cost increase of 
$20 per student, increas- 
ing nursing volunteers,

New Town Moderator 
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Jonathon Eaton 
on his new role

WILMINGTON — Jona- 
than Eaton, formerly the 
Chairman of the Wil- 
mington Board of Select- 
men, was elected as town 
moderator after an un- 
contested race in the 
April 24 Wilmington town 
election. 

Eaton will serve as the 
moderator for five years. 

Eaton’s background in- 
cludes work as a trial at- 
torney. 

“When I was in private 
practice,” he said, “I was 
a trial attorney for seven 
years. While that was a 
role of advocacy, I also 
incorporated mediation 
into my practice, where 
the role required the dis- 
cipline to impartially fa- 
cilitate difficult discus- 
sion.” 

When asked about his 
time in his former elected 
office, Eaton said, “I en- 
joyed my time on the 
Board of Selectmen, and 
I would have loved to con- 
tinue serving in that fo- 
rum. To properly serve 
on the board, however, is 
a significant time com- 
mitment, and my wife Sa- 
rah and I have two great 
young kids that are grow- 
ing up quickly, and I 
would like to be able to 
channel my community 
service activities towards 
activities with a closer 
nexus to my role as a 
father. 

“T am still very interest- 
ed in town government, 
and civil discourse, and 
the role of town modera- 
tor is a new challenge 
that should not conflict as 
much with my family 
commitments as serving 
on the Board of Select- 
men did.” 

His experience as an 
unopposed candidate was 
an unusual one, but chal- 
lenging nonetheless, es- 
pecially in a global pan- 
demic. 

“It was very different 
running unopposed, but 
very busy. Preparing for 
Town Meeting is a lot of 
work, and continuing to 
serve out my term on the 
Board of Selectmen re- 
quired a lot of effort, 
too.” 

Eaton elaborated on 
what his the transition 
process from Board of 
Selectmen to town moder- 
ator has been like. 

“It is a significant shift 
in mindset, from a role of 
advocate to a role of fa- 
cilitator who does not 
vote during Town Meet- 
ing except in very limited 
circumstances.” 

Eaton also delves into 
the kind guidance from 
the previous town moder- 
ators he has received. 

“Both Rob Peterson and 
Jim Stewart were very 
generous and helpful with 
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their time sharing their 
experiences. I am very 
grateful for the examples 
that they set, and their 
counsel, as I prepared to 
try to fill their very big 
shoes.” > 

In his words, the duties 
of Town Moderator con- 
sist of “remain(ing) a neu- 
tral facilitator of deliber- 
ations at Town Meeting. 
Residents that have ques- 
tions on articles should 
feel comfortable that this 
is a forum for those ques- 
tions to be answered. Re- 
sidents should also expect 
that discussion should be 
respectful.” 

Eaton’s goals for his 
tenure are as follows: 

“The bylaw review com- 
mittee had made a num- 
ber of recommendations 
to improve the process of 
Town Meeting, some of 
which voters approved of 
during the 2020 Town 
Meeting. In large part, 
these changes were de- 
signed to: increase resi- 
dent engagement and ac- 
cessibility. It is my goal 
to continue that momen- 
tum to increase resident 
participation in the Town 
Meeting process, and to 
ensure that it remains an 
accessible forum for all 
registered voters.” 

He also describes the 
aspects of being town 
moderator that he looks 
forward to. 

“The preparation of get- 
ting ready for Town 
Meeting was a lot of work, 
but it was very enjoyable. 
There are so many differ- 
ent things to be ‘ready for, 
some expected, and some 
unexpected that I needed 
to be able to manage as 
they came up. With this 
annual Town Meeting also 
including a special Town 
Meeting and I enjoyed the 
challenge of having a 
busy first year, and it may 
be a quick turnaround 
before starting to get 
ready for a possible spe- 
cial Town Meeting later 
this year.” | 

In reflection of his time 
on the Board of Select- 
men, Eaton elaborated 
on what he has learned 
from his time on the com- 
mittee. 

“I greatly enjoyed my 
time on the Board of Sel- 
ectmen. There were al- 
ways a few important is- 
sues and difficult deci- 
sions that needed to be 
managed. I found that if I 
acted as I would expect 
my elected representa- 
tives to act, formed opin- 
ions through thorough 
preparation and consis- 
tent with a view of what 
town government should 
be, and remained com- 
mitted to being accessi- 
ble to residents, the chal- 
lenge of being on the 
board was fulfilling.”

on equity, diversity, and 
inclusion, with the impli- 
cation that a full-time 
position just for Wil- 
mington would be re- 
quired moving forward. 

“What I appreciate 
about this position is the 
idea that it is spanning 
different towns and dif- 
ferent practices.” 

She suggested that 
learnings from one town 
could be brought into an- 
other. 

M.J. Byrnes asked about 
the overall salary pro- 
posed versus the money 
that each district would 
pay.. The salary range,

Brand assured every- 
one that all six districts 
would get to have a part 
in the decision. Byrnes 
reiterated that it might 
be difficult to find some- 
one who can meet the 
needs of all of the dis- 
tricts from their person- 
ality and background. 

Brand ‘went on to say

already been created. 
Elliott added that all of 
the districts had collabo- 
rated on the job descrip- 
tion together. The Com- 
mittee then voted to ap- 
prove the allocation of 
$20,000 for the joint coor- 
dinator, who would hope- 
fully start on July 1.

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Finally, to anyone look- 
ing to get involved in pub- 
lic office in Wilmington, 
Eaton offers up _ this 
advice and inspiration.
